Louisiana Man, Who Coron- 

er’s Jury Says Shot For- 
mer Mayor, Refuses to 
Comment on Report Wife 
Has Left Town.

LOUISIANA, Mo., March 10.—It is 
probable that a warrant or warrants 
will be issued within the next 2% hours 
in connection with the death last Thurs- 
day of Col. Alten M. Walker from a 
bullet, which, according to the Cor- 
oner’s jury, wae fired from the revolver 
of Fred Wilkins, two night before. 
This action will be in consequence of 
the discovery that Wilkins, according 
to William Roberts of Buffalo street, 
Clinton, a South Louisiana suburb, 
asked someone over the telephone about 
three hours before the shooting if 
everything was all right. This new 
evidence, it is said, points to an under- 
standing between Wilkins and the per- 
zon to whom he telephoned, following 
his purchase of a railroad ticket, while 
with Walker and his presumed de- 
parture for Clarence an hour before 
the telephone conversation. This sug- 
gests a different motive than has here- 
tofore been supposed to have prompted 
the shooting, if it was intentional. 
Prosecuting Attorney McGinnis had 
been disposed to wait and lay the case 
before @ special grand jury ‘next month. 
He had before him but two theories, 
that of accident and of great provoca- 
tion. He foresaw great difficulty of 
obtaining a conviction on either theory, 
but when he was informed of the tele- 
phone conversation, suggesting concert 
of action between Wilkins and some 
other person, he was unwilling to incur 
the Gisadvanatage of several weeks de- 
lay em4 decided that it was best a war- 
rant Or warrants should be issued. 


Wants Citizen to Act. 

He came from Bowling Green, the 
county seat, to Louisiana today to see if 
there is not a citizen of the town who 
will take the necessary preliminary step 
of swearing out . warrant. 

The prosecutor takes the position thar 
under the law he cannot do -so, but 
that any citizen can. A bit of test!- 
meny at the inquest, which passed al- 
most unnoticed and which was consi‘1- 
ered standing by itself to lack signifi- 
cance was the starting point of an in- 
vestigation which has quickly given the 
mystery a new phase and has affected 
pubiic sentiment. 

This bit of testimony was given by 
Frank 8. Schroeder, proprietor of a 
small grocery on the Prairieville road, 
south of Noix Creek. He said that be- 
tween 656 and 6 o'clock, the Tuesday 
evening that Walker was shot, Wilkins 
entered his store and asked if he had a 
telephone. Schroeder told him there was 
one at his home next door, which W’i!- 
kins could use. Wilkins departed. 
Schroeder did not notice from which 
direction he came or in which direction 
he went. The Prairieville road, half a 
mile south of town, is.close to the Bur- 
lington tracks. 


The Post-Dispatch correspondent, con- 
necting Wilkins’ appearance at the 
Schroeder store with his disappearance 
about half an hour earlier from the Bur- 
lington depot, began an investigation at 
the Schroeder store. It was found thet 
Wilkins had not gone to Schroeder's 
home to tel one. The next nearest 
telephone was at the Chicago & Alton 
depot, south of Noix Creek. Wilkins, it 
was learned, hed not gone there. Near 
the Schroeder store is a wagon bridge 
across the creek. On the assumption 
that Wilkins had crossed this bridge, 
search was made in the south end of 
town for a telephone that he might have 
used. Morrison McNelly, proprietor of a 
grocery at Third and Delaware streets. 
was moving that day to a new location 
at Fourth and Georgia streets, between 
5:30 and 6 o'clock. 


Witiikins Called Semeone by Phone. 
Wilkins entered his store and asked 
permission to use the telephone Mc- 
Nelly told him to go ahead and paid 
no attention. But William Roberts was 
sitting behind the stove. He says he 
heard Wilkins call for a three-figure 
number, one of the figures of which was 
“(." His call was answered. ‘Is every- 
thing all right?’ Wilkins asked. The 
engswer seemed to be in the affirmative. 
Bre said “all right,’’ and hung up the 
receiver and left the place. Nobody 
can be found who ew him after that, 
until 8 e’clock, when he went to the 
home of Guy Rudd and ordered him to 
take Walker’s automobile from Third 
end Georgia streets to Walker's office. 
Later he was scen seemingly assisting 
Walker as they walked south on Third 
street from the directioi of Wilkins’

LAW SCHOOL DEAN SAYS THERE 
1S NO SUCH THING AS ‘SEX WAR’ 


New York Women Lawyers Are Told 
Differences Are Explained by 
Individual Temperaments. 
NEW YORK, March 10.—George W. 
Kirchwey, dean of the Columbia Law 
School, told the Women Lawyers’ Asso- 
ciation here last night that ‘‘there is no 

such thing as a ‘sex war.’”’ 

His statement was made in a debate 
in reply to the assertion by the Rev. 
Percy S. Grant that a male and fe- 
male class consciousness existed and 
that essentially the two sexes are at 
war. Grant advocated the extension of 
suffrage to women and the placing of 
women Judges on the bench of the in- 
ferior criminal courts. 

“So far as differences exist between 
men and women,” replied Dean Kirch- 
wey, “they are explained through dif- 
ferences of individual temperament. I 
do not believe that the male Judge is 
willfully unfair to the woman offender. 

“TI believe women have their rightful 
place upon the bencn of the juventie 
courts because my knowledge of child 
psychology compels the belief that a 
boy or girl will confide his or her se- 
crets to the mother rather than to an 
equally loving father.’’

“who, from Dec. 5, 1888, until June 5, 1911, 
was chief engineer of the Grand Union 
Hotel, where, acéording to the contested 
rosition of the defense, Lois Campbell 
Burkham was born. March 7, 1898, and 
/ohn Fitzpatrick, who testified he was 
the head porter at the Grand Hotel at 
the time of the birth of the infant. 

McAvoy’'s testimony was designed to 
offset that of Ann Mahoney, a third 
cousin of James Campbell, who saw 
Lois at the time of birth, and Fitzpat- 
rick was brought in to prove that Mrs. 
Campbell and the child were not brought 
into the Grand Hotel the day after the 
baby’s birth, another contention of the 
defense. 

Big Array of Legal Talent. 

That the defense looked upon today’s 
hearing as bearing promise of being vital 
was indioated by the array of counsel 
present. Mrs. Campbell and her daugh- 
ter were represented by Morton Jour- 
dan, William Nelson Cromwell and 
Clark Rosencrantz, a member of the firm 
of Nelson & Cromwell; the Mercantile 
Trust Co. by Frederick N. Judson and 
Benjamin Schnurmacher and St. Louis 
University by E. V. P. Schneiderhahn. 
The contestants were represented by L. 
Frank Ottofy of St. Louis and Scott Mc- 
Clanahan of New York. 

When, after the completion of Fitz- 
patrick’s testimony, Mr. Ottofy an- 
nounced a postponement until tomorrow 
morning, Mr. Cromwell complained that 
he had expected a lot of sensational 
testimony. and had been disappointed. 
Mr. Ottofy.quickly rejoined that if the 
defense produced Mrs. Campbell on Fri- 
day, according to schedule, the defense 
would get all the sensation they wanted. 

When the hearing of Mr. Ottofy out- 
lined, “‘not for publlaction,”’ the ground 
over which he proposed to take Mrs. 
Campbell, he showed plainly that if he 
follows out his plan there will be sensa- 
tiéns and to spare. Cromwell, in reply 
to Ottofy, told him he would have his 
full chance, for Mrs. Campbell would 
certainly appear. 

Hotel Arrangement Described. 

In Ann Mahoney’s testimony, she said 
that the room in which Lois was born 
was directly over a kitchen, and the 
kitchen could be seen from her room. 
McAvoy described the plan of the first 
three floors of the Grand Union as it 
was arrangéd at that time. 

According to his testimony, the kitch- 
ens were in the basement, the first floor 
was given up entirely to offices, and 
the first bedrooms were on the next 
flcor above, and were arranged in the 
same order on the floors still above 
that. He swore that it was impossible 
to see a kitchen or to be seen from a 
kitchen from or in any bedroom in the 
hotel, and that there was no Wway in 
which a@ person passing from the street 
fioor to the next floor above could see 
or be seen from a kitchen. 

Fitzpatrick testified that he neither 
saw nor heard of any woman with a 
1-day-old infant being admitted to the 
Grand Hotel on or about March 17, 1893, 
that he certainly would have remem- 
bered such a thing if he had ever 
Keard about it, and that ho would have 
heard about it if it had happened. He 
Was cross-examined by Jourdan just 
enough to admit that he could not posi- 
tively remember what he had done on 
any particular day in 1893. 

But he added that he was never ab- 
sent from his post except through iII- 
ness. Then he brought a hearty laugh 
from the staid counsel for the defense 
by adding in the rich brogue which is 
his by right of heritage, that he was 
seldom sick on the lith of March, any- 
how, and if he was he could always re- 
member it.

Other 9 Who Are Aldermanic 
Candidates Not Indorsed; De- 
feat of Four Suggested. 


The report and recommendations of 
the Municipal Voters’ League “on the 
candidates for the Board of Aldermen 
was issued today by the Executive 


Committee. Only three. of the 13 mem- 
bers of the present Municipal Assembly 


who are candidates for aldermanic nom- 
inations were recommended. They were 


Julius Hailer, member of the City Coun- 
cil, who is a candidate for the alder- 
manic nomination of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward, and Taylor B. Wyrick, member 
of the House of Delegates from the 
Thirteenth Ward, who is a candidate 
on the Republican ticket for the alder- 
manic nomination from that ward, and 
Barney L. Schwartz of the Twenty-fifth 
Ward, who is running for the alder- 
manic nomination. 

In every instance where there is a 
contest between the Democratic candi- 
dates brought out by the Democratic 
Business Men’s Conference and those 
backed by individual members of the 
Democratic City Committee, the con- 
ference candidates were indorsed. The 
defeat of four Democratic members of 
the House of Delegates—fdward Deffaa 
of the Seventh Ward; vames J. Ford of 
the Eighth Ward, John R. McCarthy of 
the Sixteenth Ward and Charles Stuart 
of the Twenty-seventh Ward, who are 
candidates for aldermanic nominations, 
is recommended. 

Only eight of the 28 members of the 
Republican slate were recommended for 
nomination by the League. A. H. Fred- 
erick, former president of the Board of 
Assessors of St. Louis, was recom- 
mended for president of the Board of 
Aldermen on the Republican ticket, be 
ing selected over Louis P. Aloe, mem- 
ber of the Board of Freeholders, which 
wrote the new city charter, and Henry 
W. Blodgett, former United States Dis- 
trict Attorney. Francis M. Curlee was 
recommended for president of the Board 
of Aldermen on the Democratic ticket. 

The League recommended only one 
candidate from each ward. A statemen: 
was issued that the Executive Commit- 
tee endeavored to select the best candi- 
date from each ward, taking into con- 
sideration the qualifications of fitness 
and character. The league also said in 
its statement that it wished it under- 
stood that where it had not suggested 
c particular candidate, this did not im- 
ply that the candidate not recommend- 
ed was not a man of integrity and abil- 
ity. 

‘The selections,’’ the report adds, ‘‘are 
in no respect indorsements for the April 
election. In each instance the selection 
has been made solely on the basis of the 
relative merits of the candidates of- 
fered by the particular party for the 
cffices in question, as a guide to the pri- 
mary election only.”

Brewster told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er today that the town of De Camp, 
which has been deserted since the clos- 
ing of the coal mine there, consists of 
10 houses. These are ‘riow his property, 
along with the mine, the+purchase of 
which he described as ‘a junk proposi- 
tion.’’ 

The mine and the town belonged to 
the De Camp Coal Co., and were adver- 
tised for sale after the company ‘went 
into bankruptcy last year. Brewster 
was familiar with the property, which 
adjoins some of the mines of the Mount 
Olive & Staunton Co. 

When the sale was advertised, he 
went to Edwardsville and bid the prop- 
erty in, without opposition. - After ob- 
jection was made by the former own- 
ers to the sale, Judge Hadley cppointed 
Thomas Williamson as Special master 
to investigate, and it was on his report 
that the court confirmed the sale.

GERMAN SUBMARINE SUNK — 
BY A BRITISH DESTROYER 


U20 Rammed by the Ariel After Crew Surrend- 
ers—Captives Will Be Denied Special 
Privileges and Will Be Tried. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, March 10.—The 


submarine 1)-2 has been sent to the 
bottom, according to a@ statement issued 
today by the British Admiralty. 

The submarine was rammed today by 
the British torpedo boat destroyer Ariel. 
The members of the submarine’s crew 
surrendered and were saved. 

The location of the sinking of the sub- 
marine is not disclosed in the Admiralty 
announcement. The captured crew will 
be deprived of all special privileges, as 
was done in the case of the men on 
board the U-8, which was sunk recently 
off Dover, and they will be held for 
trial in connection with the sinking of 


merchant vessels. 
The U-20 probably is the submarine 
which yesterday sank the British steam- 
er Blackwood. 

The submarine U-20 was built in 1913. 
She had a displacement of 840 tons and

a speed of 17 knots on the surface and 
12-Knots submerged. 

The UW-20 had four torpedo tubes, two 
in the bow and two in the stern. Com- 
paratively, she was one of the larger 
of the German submarines, the U-8 and 
the U-3 having a tonnage of only 300 
and a submergec speed of not more 
than eight knots. The maximum ra- 
dius of boats of the U-20 type has been 
given by marine authorities at 2000 
miles. 

The loss of the U-20 makes the 
seventh German submarine to be de- 
stroyed since the beginning of the war, 
according to statements given out of- 
ficially in London. These boats are 
U-16, sunk by the British cruiser Bir- 
mingham in August; U-18, rammed and 
sunk by a British patrol boat, Nov. 23, 
and three unidentified submarines, of- 
ficially declared lost on Oct. 26, Oct. 80 
and Feb. 28. The sixth submarine to be 
destroyed was the U-8, which was sunk 
off Dover, March 4.

ALLIES’ POSITION 
AS NEVER BETTER 


German Rush in Poland Termed 
Failure—Balkan Situation 
Favors Entente. 

By Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 10.—As England sees 
it, not since the war began has the sit- 
uation both on land and sea been more 
fuvorable to the allies than it is today. 
Confident opinions of this nature are 
fiading constant expression in London. 

Slowly but surely, it is argued, the 
allied fleet is creeping toward Constan- 
tinople and thus opening another road 
to Berlin; the retirement of Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg’s army from North 
Poland is said to be imminent by many 
British observers of affairs; in the west 
the allies claim the ascendancy all 
along the line, although no decisive en- 
gagements are being fought, while in 
the Balkans and in Itary, according to 
British interpretation of the political 
news from these countries, the major- 
ity is clamoring for intervention on the 
side of Great Britain, France and Rus- 
sia. This is said to be notably true in 
Greece and Rumania, in spite of the 
fact that the Governments of these 
countries still. cling outwardly to the 
policy of neutrality. 

New Greek Cabinet Formed. 

The crisis in Greece seems temporar- 
ily to have been bridged with the forma- 
tion of a new Cabinet, but whether ths 
new Premier can control the Chamber 
of Deputies is causing much specula- 
tion here. 

Though officially denied, reports in- 
sist that a ministerial crisis has arisen 
in Bulgaria, where the Premier, favor- 
ing intervention, was opposed by King 
Ferdinand. It is said that the Bulga- 
rian Prime Minister stepped from office 
at the same time that Greece's leading 
statesman retired. 

Paris officially confirmed today what 
London heard unofficially last night, 
namely, that the superdreadnought, 
Queen Elizabeth, slipped into the Dar- 
danelles proper Monday and bombarded 
the Turkish forts, another one of which, 
on the European side, has been partly 
demolished. ‘ 


German Rush Calleg Fallere. 
Correspondents at Petrograd of Eng- 


lish newspapers say the German failure 
to reduce the Russian fortress of Osso- 
wets, together with the reported Ger- 
man defeat at Grodno and Przasnaz, 
means the definite abandonment of the 
German offensive in North Poland, thus 
making, in the opinion of three cor- 
respondents, Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg’s rush over the frontier another 
costly failure.

Germans Have Fallen Back in North 

Except at Ossowetz, 
PETROGRAD, March 10.—To remedv 
the strategical weakness of their posi- 
tion at Ossowetz, which was left open 
to a Russian outflanking movement by 
the retirement of the right wing of their 
northern army toward the Augustowo 
forest, the Germans have attempted an 
advance in force along the road from 
Kolno to Lomza. The Russian general 
siaff reports that the attacks failed 
completely. 

Notwithstanding their exposed posi- 
tion at Ossowetz, the Germans continue 
te concentrate their heaviest attacks at 
this point. Meanwhile they are con- 
ducting desultory operations along the 
whole front from Augustowo to Dro- 
bin, which is 20 miles northeast of 
Plonsk, in order to distract attention 
from the Ossowets battle and cover the 
retreat of the forces which encountered 
a reverse at Praasnyés. This force al- 
ready has retreated close te the border. 
in the district between Janow and 
Miawa. 

With the exception of the German 
ferces at Simno and Ossowetz and those 
advancing south from Drobin, with the 
evident intent of reaching Wyssogrod. 
the German armies operating in the 
north of Poland have executed a gen- 
oral retreat to within a few miles of 
the Prussian boundary. The occasional 
evidences of offensive activity by the 
Germans along this front are viewed 
by the Russian authorities as defensive 
maneuvers designed to allow their 
forces to retreat in good order and to 
prevent an invasion of their own ter- 
ritory by the Russians.

Only One Sailor Survives Disaster Off Scarbor- 
ough—Other Vessels Are Torpedoed in 
English Channel and Off Liverpool. 


LONDON, March 10.—German sub- 
marines appeared at three widely sepa- 
rated points on the British coast early 
Tuesday, and, it is stated officially, 
without giving warning to their crews, 
sank three British merchant steamers. 

In One Case, that of the steamer 
Tangistan, which was torpedoed off 
Scarborough, in the North Sea, 37 men 
of her crew of 38 are missing. Only on¢ 
man from the vessel was picked up, he 
by a passing ship. The attack which 
sent the Tangistan to the bottom was 
made half an hour after midnight. 

At 6 a. m. another submarine sank 
the steamer Blackwood, off Hastings, In 
the English Channel, while a third sub- 
marine sank the steamer Princess Vic- 
toria, off Liverpool, at 9:15. The crew 
of 17 of the Blackwood and the Princess 
Victoria's 34 were saved. 

The news of the latest exploits of the 
German submarines came just as the 
British were congratulating themselves 
that the threatened German sea biock- 
ade had been a failure. 

Survivor Tells of Disaster. 


James O’Toole, the sole survivor of 
the Tangistan, who was landed at West 
Hartlepooi by the steamer Woodville, 
said the ship was struck amidships and 
went down almost immediately. All the 
members of the crew were in the life- 
boats, but they were unable to discon- 
nect the lower tackle before the ship 
sank and dragged down the boats with 
her. The survivor caught hold of a 
piece of wreckage and clung to it for 
nearly three hours in the icy water until 
he was rescued. 

O’Toole said four men caught pleces 
of wreckage and remained afloat for 
some time. 

‘“.9 boats,” he cdntinued, “passed 
close by within an hour or two. We all 
shouted to them, but they did not hear 
or see us. One of the men yelled over 
to me that this was his second experi- 
ence with a German submarine, as he 
had been saved some months ago from 
a vessel that had been blown up in tne 
North Sea. ‘‘When the Woodville came 
up her boats cruised about trying to 
find my companions, but there was no 
trace of them anywhere.” 

The Captain and crew of the steamer 
Blackwood were landed at New Haven. 
They say their vessel, laden with coal 
and bound from Blyth for Havre, was 
torpedoed without warning during a 


scope, as the weather conditions were 
excellent and a number of special look - 
outs, who were posted to keep watch, 
saw no submarine. 

“At 9:10 o’cloc kthe steersman sudden- 

ly shouted: ‘A torpedo is coming.’ He 
had seen the white swirl of the missile. 
Even as he spoke it hit us, and a vio- 
lent explosion followed which caused 
the vessel instantly to Hst heavily. 
“I ordered two boats overboard and 
Into them the crew scrambled. Our 
ship disappeared in about 15 minutes. 
We rowed in the direction of Liverpoo!. 
Five hours in the open boats nearly 
cid us up.”

German Submarine Spared French 
Ship With Women Aboard. 

LONDON, March 10.—A dispatch to 
Reuter’s Telegram Co. from Amsterdam 
Says: : 

“The German submarine U16 was re- 
sponsible for the sinking of five of the 
allied steamers which have been de- 
stroyed since the commencement of tha 
submarine blockade, according to Otto 
von Gottberg, who gives in a Berlin 
newspaper an account of the crulse of 
the U16. 

“The submarine was commanded by 
Commander Hansen, who was in Ene 
gland when war was declared and go 
away on the last steamer. 

“Soon after her departure from Kiel, 
according to Von Gottberg, the Uié en- 
countered a British cruiser and a tor- 
pedo boat destroyer, but the torpedoes 
which the submarine fired missed them. 
She next sighted the steamer Laerte+. 
which outsteamed her. 

“The submarine first victim was the 
British steamer Dulwich, the crew vf 
which she allowed to get away in her 
boats. The second was the French 
steamer Ville de. Lille and the third the 
French steamer Dinorah, all of which 
have been reported in the British ofii- 
clal accounts as having beef sunk.

CHILD OF 3 SAYS 


Down,” Lad Testifies at Cor- 
oner’s Inquest. 


Child Makes First Direct State- 
“ment as to Mysterious Ac- 
cident on Cass Avenue. 


The first @irect information as to the 
manner fn which Jacob Bonnet, ll years 
cid, of 1487 Cass avenue, met a mys- 
terious death yesterday in front of 1416 


Cass avenue, was given today at the 
Coroner’s inquest by a three-year-old 
boy, Leo Schneider. 

He was brought to the inquest by Abe 
Bonnet, 15 years old, a brother of the 
dead boy. The child was crying with 
fright when he was led to Deputy 
Coroner Furlong's desk, and Furlong 
took him on his lap and petted him. 
lie was not sworn. -Between sobs he 
told his name and said he lived at Blair 
“nd Cass avenues. He was coaxed to 
tell what he saw at noon yesterday. 

“An auto bumped Jakey and he fell 
down,’’ the boy faltered. 

“Who was driving the auto?’ 
Furlong. 

“A lady was driving it.’’ replied the 
child. He began crying again so hy» 
terically that no further questions were 
asked him. 

Mrs. Goessling at Inquest. 

Mrs. Arthur C. Goessling of 3204 Greer 
avenue, who was in her automobile 
near the place where the boy’s body 
was found lying on the sidewalk, with 
the neck broken and forehead bruised, 
was present at the inquest with her 
husband. She was taken to the Carr 
Street Station and questioned yester- 
day afternoon after the accident, but 
was released on her statement that her 
machine did not strike the boy and 
that she merely stopped to see what 
was the matter. 

She was formerly Miss Pearl du Ben- 
rick, winner of the firet prize in a busi- 
ness woman's beauty contest in 18. 

She testified she was driving east on 
the north side of Cass avenue when she 
siw a boy lying on the sidewalk and 
two other boys rubbing his head. She 
stopped, she said, but knew nothing of 
the accident. Asked why she used a 
t«eiephone in the nelghborhood, she said 
she went to the shop of a druggist 
whom she knew to call up her mother. 

Furlong at 11 o'clock halted the in- 
quiry because he had received a tele- 
phone message from a man who said 
his name was Novak, and who declared 
he had heard of an eyewitness to the 
accident, and would try to produce him 
at the Coroner’s office during the morn- 
ing. Afterwards the inquest was ad- 
journed in order to obtain further testi- 
mony. 

Robert Muller, 3940 Cass avenue, tes- 
tifled that he saw the boy lying on the 
pavement and that two men were ben4d- 
ing over him. They said: ‘Don’t do 
anything,’’ put their fingers on -:heir 
lips and walked away north. Muller was 
corroborated by Charles Buss, 1319 Dil- 
lon street, and James Woods, 1709 Bid- 
dle street. 

The boy was the son of Louis and 
Sarah Bonnet, and was a pupil in a 
special school at 1437 Blair avenue. 
John Jourdain of 1418 Cass avenue 
seems to have been the first person 
who saw the body lying on the side- 
walk, near the front of the next house. 
He went inside to get a glass of 
Wat®r, and when he returned, three 
youths were carrying the body across 
the street to a drug store at C&ss and 
Blair avenues. These youths later told 
the police that they found the body 
where Jourdain said it was. 

Statements Are Conflicting. 

The only witness who said that an 
automobile struck the boy was W. BE. 
Taylor of 1523 North Fifteenth street. 
He said he saw the boy walking across 
the street, and saw a “large man in a 
bronze colored machine’ drive past, 
and that he saw the boy fall as if 
struck by the machine, and roll te the 
curb. But Taylor’s brother-in-law, El, 
vin Cunnningham, said he was with 
Taylor and that he was sure Taylor 
saw nothing of the kind, and he advised 
the police not to attach weight to Tay- 
lor’s statements. 

Henry Vest, a garbage wagon driver 
said he was at Thirteenth street and 
Cass avenue when he saw a black au- 
tomobile, which he thought was a Ford, 
coming east at a high speed. When 
West got to Fourteenth street he saw 
the youths carrying the boy’s body 
across the street. 

When a crowd gathered outside the 
drug store, Mrs. Goessling stopped 
there in her car, and someone raised 
the cry that her car had run the boy 
down. She insisted that she had 
stopped merely out of curiosity.

Attorney Roby declared that Judge 
Eli H. Redman, one of the defendants, 
had not acted as a collector of the 
“slush fund,” asserted by District At- 
torney Dailey, and that he was inno- 
cent of any violation of either the 
Federal or State laws. He did not 
mention ex-Mayor Roberts or any of 
the other deefndants. 

Claude Patton, a former assistant su- 
perintendent of cemeteries in Terre 
Haute and one of the 88 who have 
pleaded guilty, testified that he worked 
in a room in the city hall on two days 
before registration day last October, fill- 
ing out application blanks from cards 
supplied him by Edward Holler, then 
Chief of Police, and Harry Forebeck. 
He identified a number of these appli- 
cations, which were a part $f a truck 
load of election records previously iden- 
tified by Nathan G. Wallace, auditor of 
Vigo County, and John F. Joyce, clerk 
of Vigo County Cireuit Court. 

Patton said he knew Roberts and, on 
‘ne last day he copied applications, told 
Roberts what he was doing. He also 
testified that on election day he calleJ 
on Roberts in the Democratic headquar- 
ters and told him ‘he wasn’t able to 
put anything over in Precinct 6 of the 
rifth Ward, as the Republicans were 
190 well organized there.’’ 

Revolver Shown iu Court. 

Roberts told nim, he said, to go to 
Holler ‘‘and get something to put in 
their (Republicans) pockets,” and have 
them arrested for carrying concealed 
weapons. He said Holler gave him. 
three revolvers, one of which was ex- 
hibited in court, but the scheme failed. 
as James Kernedy, the election Sheriff, 
refused to handle the weapons. He said 
Roberts told him ‘‘the bunch in your 
precinct are quitters.”’

In Interview Here He Says He 
Expects the Legislature Will 
‘Really Do Something. 


Gov. Major, who came to St. Louis 
last night on one of his frequent visits, 
this morning told a Post-Dispatch reé- 
porter, who saw him at the home of 
Horace Rumsey, 6265 Westminster place, 


where he is a guest. that he was con- 
trident that the Legislature would really 
accomplish something before adjourn- 
ment. 

“The legislative session is like a hop- 
peer,” he said. “At/ first it is only 
bills, bilis, bills going in for reading. 
engrossment, and the like, which takes 
2 long time. Now they are beginning 
to come out of Tiie hopper, and we shall 
Fee some real legislation.’’ 

The Governor is still boosting the 
fiddlers of Pike County. He said that 
he had $25 which he would contribute to 
any subscription list gotten up to carry 
the far-famed ‘interpreters of “Turkey 
in the Straw,”’ and other homely melo- 
dies to the fair at San Francisco. 

Would Be Rare ‘Treat. 

“It would be a rare treat for these to 
be heard there,’’ he said, speaking of 
the fiddlers of ancient tunes.

‘‘No Governor ever had all of his rec- 
ommendations acted upon by the Legis- 
lature,”’ he said, in again referring to 
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they have made so much progress thus 
fa:.”’ 

In speaking of the abolishment of tha: 
convict-lease system, he said that he 
had - recommended several substitutes. 
‘The principal one was the establishment 
of a prison farm. 

“Such works would be conducive of 
a healthy life for the convicts,”” he con- 
tinued. ‘‘And a farm would also be an 
asset to the State, as it would not fail, 
as a factory might.” 

In case the Legislature refuses to act 
upon the. question, Gov. Major has a

‘There is no need for an extra seé%- 
sion,”’ he said. ‘““‘That would cost fully 
$2,000. The prison contracts run until 
the last of December. After that I 
have one more year in office. If the 
Tegislature will not handle the prisun 
rrcblem,' why, I will simply keep the 
convicts docked up in Jefferson City for 
my entire last year of office. It will 
mean practically solitary confinement 
for them, but it would not cost near the 
$20v,000 that the extra session would cost. 
After such action as that I think the 
people would awaken to the fact that 
we have a grave problem to handle 
there.”’

Mrs. Bail sets forth that the additiona! 
counsel she never saw and knew him 
only as ‘“My Jew Friend,” as Severance 
called him. 

Mrs. Bail recites that before the set- 
tlement Severance asked her to sign an 
affidavit in which he had written that 
she never had a cause of action and 
knew it when she brought the suit. This 
she refused to do.

AFTER ML A.C. FIRE 
FORGOTTEN 


} Assembly Lets Year Pass With- 


out Enacting Measures Aimed 
to Prevent Another Disaster. 


A year after the Missouri Athletic 
Club fire of March 9, 1914, in which 30 
lives were lost, 12 bills aimed at fire 
protection and inspired by that catastro- 
phe, lie forgotten in Assembly pigeon- 
holes, and the city’s control of such 
buildings is no greater today. 

The only improvement brought by the 
M. A. C. disaster was the expenditure 
of about $45,000 by the principal theaters 
operating in nonfireproof structures. 
Building Commissioner McKelvey di- 
rected these improvements in co-opera- 
tion with an Investigating Committee 
composed of Director of Public Safety 
Swingley and H. C, Henley, chief in- 
spector of the St. Louls Fire Prevention 
Bureau. " 

Inspection by the Fire Department and 
Building Department has continued as 
usual, and the building code, especially 
sections requiring fire escapes have been 
enforced to about the same extent as 
before. 

Bills of many varieties bearing on the 
subject of fire prevention and protection 
of life and property, seem to have been 
abandoned when the memory of the M. 
A. C. calamity grew dim. 

In the House of Delegates there are 
nearly a dozen measures reiating to the 
subject, and only those of inost recent 
origin show any signs of life. \ 

House bill 13, introduced by Delegate 
Klug on April 24, 1914, provides that ho- 
tels, boarding houses, theaters and oth- 
er places of public resort shall operate 
under an annual license and only upon 
obtaining a certificate of safety from 
fire at the hands of the Building Com- 
missioner. It reposes in the box as- 
signed to the Legislation Committee. 

Three bills requiring that dwellings, 
hotels and other buildings shall maintain 
automatic gas shutoff valves outside the 
building line, lie at rest in the same 
box. They were introduced between May 
and November, by Speaker McCarthy 
and Delegates Gallagher and Singer. 
House bill 96, introduced by Delegate 
Scully at the request of the Civic 
League, revising the building code in its 
regulations of theaters and other en- 
tertainment places, also is at rest in 
this box. 

Council bills prohibiting revolving 
doors except of the collapsible type, and 


-|regulating the storage of gasoline, are 


under consideration in the House, and 

an administration measure conferring 
upon the Fire Chief the police powers 
authorized in the new charter to be in-| 
vested in a Fire Marshal, has been con- 
sidered by the Legislative Committee, 

but not acted upon. 

Aside from the authorization of a Fire 
Marshal, the new charter confers no 
greater powers upon public officials than 

the old charter, in the matter of regu- 

lating fire safety. The authority to en- 

act ordinances on this subject is unre- 

stricted now as before, except that en- 

actments-of the State Legislature must 
govern the local authorities. 

In the Council there repose seven 

bills that were born of the M. A. C. 

fire and the investigation conducted 

immediately afterward by a joint com- 

mittee which held sessions for more 

than two weeks and examined scores 

of witnesses. 

Council bills 13 and 14, introduced 
1914, by Councilman Koenig, 
chairman of the joint investigating com- 
mittee, regulate stairways and other 
features of buildings of the first class. 

Council bills 32, 35 and 36, prepared 
by John E. Bowcock, attorney for 
Building Commissioner McKelvey, reg- 
ulate theaters, factories and other 
structures in which many persons as- 
semble, and prohibit theatrical enter- 
tainments in any but fire-proof build- 
ings if seating arrangements are pro- 
vided above the main floor. 

Council bill 115, providing for fire- 
proof doors and shutters was offered by 
interested citizens after the Council had 
failed to enact other measures. All of 
these bills are in the box of the Legis- 
lation Committee, seemingly forgotten. 

A bill regulating lodging houses from 
the standpoint of sanitation and fire 
protection was introduced within the 
month by the Civic League, and was 
the subject of a public hearing last 
Monday evening. It may be acted upon 
at the next meeting of the Council, 
members say. 


SULPHUR MAGNATE CAME TO U. S. 
POOR, DIED WORTH $25,000,000 


Reappraisement of Estate of Late 
Herman Frasch Is Ordered by 
New York Surrogate. 

NEW YORK, March  10.—Herman 
Trasch, who came here from Germany 
a poor boy in 1868 and who died in 
Paris, May 1 last, left an estate’ that 
may be worth $25,000,000, according to a 
statement made to the Surrogate yes- 
terday by State Comptroller Travis in 
asking for a reappraisal of the estate. 
I'rasch was a chemist of the Standard 
©}1 Co. and president of the Union Sul- 

prhur Co.

At night they will leave their 
cots and bump their heads against the 
wall in the hope that they will be 
given a hypodermic dose of morphine. 

The attendants are puzzled by a sud- 
den desire on the part of the patients 
for matches. It is believed that they 
eat the ends of the matches but none 
vf the attendants has been able to learn 
positively why the matches are sought.

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FLETCHER GIVES 10 
COUNCIL HIS VIEWS 
ON POST-DISPATCH 


Asserts Paper Is Making ‘‘Im- 
pertinent, Impudent Appeal to 
Voters;”” Expects It to Beat Him. 


Councilman Paul R. Fletcher, a Thir- 
teenth Ward candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Board of Aldermen, 
after reading his name yesterday in the 
Post-Dispatch’s list of nine Assembly- 
men who, it was set forth, should be 
defeated for nomination on their rec- 
ords, spoke on a point of personal privi- 
lege in the Council yesterday afternoon. 

Fletcher said: “I admit that the op- 
position of the Post-Dispatch will beat 
me. If I win against that crowd it will 
be a miracle. That is why I am warn- 
ing you men against this paper. It is 
the only paper in St. Louis that you 
fear, and the only one that makes you 
cower down with fear when you cast 
your votes up here. 

“The Post-Dispatch is making an im- 
pertinent, impudent appeal to voters 
to Oppose me because I did not vote as 
this paper wanted me to. I am con- 
demned solely because I opposed the 
Reber approach to the free bridge and 
was chairman of the Joint Conference 
Committee that recommended the Alton 
& Mississippi approach and rejected the 
petition of the Business Men’s League 
and its friends when it found mislead- 
ing statements in it. I am proud to 
have been chairman of that committee. 
The Post-Dispatch once opposed the 
teber. approach the same as I did, and 
i: lied when it said later that the ar- 
bitrary was abolished and the only 
thing to consider was the engineering 
problem of where to bring an eastern 
approach to grade. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in a recent ruling, 
upheld by a recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, would 
not agree with the editorial policy of 
the Post-Dispatch, and the arbitrary is 
not abolished.

Warden McClung’s Biennial Re- 
port Shows More Paid for 
Food, Fuel, Clothing. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFYDRSON CITY, March 10.—The bi- 
ennial report of Warden D. C. McClung 
of the Missouri Penitentiary, made pub- 


litical spoils system management, cost 
of conducting the prison in 1913-14 was 
$159,354.76 more than for the previous two- 
year period. 

McClung, who is chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee, supported Gov. 
Major in the latter’s race against Wil- 
iam 8. Cowherd for the Democratic 
romination for Governor. Major named 
him Warden. 


Inerease tn Cost of 
The Warden's report shows there was 


an increase in cost of food, fuel, cloth- 
ing, salaries and in other expenses of 
the institutien, 

While the report shows the nurber of 
inmates averaged 145 greater during the 
McClung administration than during the 
last two years of his predecessor, it 
puts the per capita cost per day at 6 
cents higher under McClung. This cost 
was 51.9 cents during the McClung period 
and only 4.6 cents the previous two 
years, 

The report reveals that McClung, 
under head of “expenses,” drew from 
the prison ff nd $1866.60, while his prede- 
cessor, Henry Andrae, during the pre- 
vious two years, drew only $357 for 
““expenses.”’ 

It also reveals that the Goddard Gro- 
cery Co., whose Jefferson City manager 
contributed $250 to the State Committee 
in the 914 campaign, was paid $77,001.06 
for groceries, while all other firms were 
paid for groceries $2270.57. Of ,the amount 
paid the others, $1774.75 was to the 
Kroger-Amos-James Grocery Co., the 
first month McClung was in office. 

Earnings of the Prison. 

According to McClung’s report, the t& 
tal earnings of the prison for 1913-14 were 
$748,047.14. During the previous two years 
the earnings were $710,704.62. Although 
there was an increase of nearly $40,000 
during the McClung administration, the 
per capita earning was lower. McCiung 
had an average of 145 convicts more than 
his predecessor had te work daily. The 
per capita earning per day of convicts 
during the McClung administration was 
41 cents; under the previous administra- 
tion, 42 cents. 

Increase in cost of conducting the pris- 
on is divided among nearly all depart- 
ments. Salaries increased $21,321.94; cost 
of food, $63,857.91; fuel, $32,050.18; clothing, 
$23,005.41; other expenses, $19,119.32. 

The report shows that, while the pris- 
on earned $37,342.52 more than for the 
previous biennial period, the cost was 
$159,354.76 greater. Total expenditures 
in 1911-12 was $773,860.62, while under Mc- 
Clung the total was $933,215.38.

“ MeClung Expense Account. 

The McClung “expenses” are found in 
nearly every month of the report. No 
details are given. McClung has on sev- 
eral occasions refused newspaper men 
permission to examine his expense ac- 
counts. The items vary from $250 to $435. 
One account is under “McClung and Gor- 
don” and several are under ‘‘McClung 
Et Al.”” J. P. Gordon is State Auditor 
and a member of the Board of Prison In- 
spectors. 

The greatest amount .pald Andrea for 
“expensés” at one time was $100. 

The Senate yesterday passed a bill 
to take half the convicts from contract 
labor, Dec. 31, next, and all from the 
system a year later. The bill isa com- 
promise between administration: forces 
and penitentiary reform advocates. It is 
not satisfactory te the administration, 
as reform advocates thought it would 
be, and there was introduced fn the 
House yesterday another bill, which 
seeks to continue the system more than 
a year longer and contains other fea- 
tures for which the administration is 
fighting. 

It is not improbable that the struggie 
will delay the adjournment of the Legis- 
lature several weeks.

efficiency long laid against private 
companies monopolizing public services 
deals with major factors, involving noi 
the wages of a few possibly dispensable 
day laborers, but millions of dollars vf 
superfluous capitalization, and the ex- 
penditure of hundreds of thousands in 
the employment of superfluous political 
bosses, eminent attorpeys with friends 
on the high courts and lawyer-lobbyists 
apt at rigging primaries controlling 
caucuses and conventions. 

The private company’s officials com- 
plain that the city government paid in- 
terest and sinking fund charges, on 
its electric light bonds, for the first 
year of the new plant’s life, out of 
general tax revenue. They say the 
municipal plant should, in fairness to 
its private competitor, have been re- 
quired to earn its own interest and 
sinking fund charges during ite first 
year—that is to’say, during the last 
half of 1914.. To which the city’s of- 
ficials retort that the people have the 
right, if they wish, to tax themselves 
to provide a capital fund with which to 
launch a productive enterprise—quite 
the same as have the stockholders of 
a private corporation and they add 
that, when the people of Cleveland 
were asked so to tax themselves, in 
1911, to support a $2,000,000 bond issue to 
finance the big, new electric plant, they 
did so by a more than two-thirds ma- 
jority; and, two years later, re-elected 
Mayor Newton Baker, the man who led 
them to make the $2,000,000 investment. 

The 9850 small’ customers of the city’s 
plant who get current at 3 cents, the 160 
big patrons of the city’s plant who get 
current at 1 cent, and the unknown 
number of big customers of the private 
plant who get its current at half its 
former price because of the city’s com- 
petitive bidding—all of these persons aro 
satisfied that the financing of the city’s 
plant out of general revenue, until it 
could get ready to handle business 
enough to meet its own obligations, wa;

tu. private company’s troubles. 

Also, since the city's big new plant, 
calculated to produce 60,000,000 units 
yearly, opened for business seven 
months ago, its competitive bidding fo: 
the private company’s big customers 
who were free to seek bids, has cut the 
cost of their electric service (chiefly fur 
power) at the rate of more than $800,000 
a year. 

Which is a fairly good return on a 
$3,000,000 investment, if there were nv 
other, and this only one of the least of 
several returns on that investment. it, 
at any rate, hands back -to these big 
juice users, the city’s largest taxpayers 
several times the amount of their tax 
contributions to the investment in the 
city’s plant. They have got back in 
the first year of the big new city plant's 
operation all they were taxed to finance 
it, and will pocket an/equal or larger 
saving every year hereafter, as the fruit

supporting basis and will within the life 
of its bond issues receem them out vf 
its surplus earnings. 

Preof of the Pudding. 

At any rate, the proof of the pudding 
being the eating thereof, 10,000 Cleve- 
landers are getting current from the 
municipal plant at a maximum cost of 3 
cents ae unit, while 60,000 or more of ths 
private company’s custoniers (to whom 
the city’s service has not yet been made 
available, or who are tied up to the 
company under time contracts) are get- 
ing the company's juice at an average 
rate exceeding 6 cents per unit. 

City’s Big Investment, 
-The city’s Electrical Department has 
$1,000,000 invested in its big new power 
generating plant and is investing $1,500, - 
000 more in its equipment for distribur- 
ing the current. It is taking on addi- 
tional 3-cent customers as fast as its 
distributing lines can reach them and 
as fast as they can complete their 10-

Figures on City Plant. 

Here are some exact figures on the 
operation of the municipal lighting ana 
power system: 

It generated and delivered 1,978,750 
electrical units in January, 1915, at an 
average cost of 1.107 cents per unit. 

Its income for January, 1915, was $36,- 
$13.49; its expense for operation, mainte- 
nance and delivery of its product was 
$21,915.24, leaving a balance of $14,898.2h. 
for a single month, or at the rate of 
$178,778 per year, to cover sinking fund, 
interest, obsolesvence and extension 
vharges. This monthly surplus is bound 
to mount steadily as the volume of busi- 
ness Increases, and the business will in- 
crease just as fast as the city can de- 
liver its J-cent current to its competi- 
tors’ 10-cent customers—unless human 
nature changes meantime, or the private 
competitor meets or beats the city’s 
o-cent rate to hold its trade.

HE city of Cleveland has in operation the largest central station 
for electric light and power which has ever been built by a mu- 
The rates which are being charged 
for electric current for light and power from this station range from 
3e per kijowatt hour maximum to le per kilowatt hour minimum. 


Regulation is entirely inade- 
quate to meet the necessity of 
securing efficient management in 
central stations and reasonable 
rates for electric current. 

The privately owned plant in 
Cleveland made a hard fight to 
prevent the erection of a mu- 
nicipal plant, and stoutly main- 
tained all along that it would be 
impossible for it to reduce its 
rates without loss. Yet when 
the municipal plant started oper- 
ations, the Cleveland Electric II- 
luminating Co. at once reduced 
rates for current for power to 
such an extent that it has been 
estimated that the saving from 
this reduction alone would 
amgunt to over $1,000,000 per 
year.

F. W. Ballard, Manager of 
Cleveland City Plant, to Speak. 
Before Business Men. 


F. W. Ballard, builder and manager 


of Cleveland’s municipal electric 
plant, upon his arrival here today 
tell St. Louis how to get cheaper elec- 
tricity, said St. Louts could have elec- 
tricity for 3 cents a kilowatt hour or 
less without an increase in the tax rate. 
The present rate, under private owner- 
ship, is a maximum of 10 cents a kilo- 


watt hour, and a mintmum of 6 cents. 

Ballard will make four speeches in St 
Louis. The first will be at 8 o’clock 
tonight at the West End Hotel, Van- 
deventer avenue and West Belle place, 
where he will address the West End 
Business Men’s Association at a meet- 
ing at which Gov. Major and Col. Fred- 
erick D. Gardner also will speak. 


City Club to Hear ‘Ballard. 
The City Club, at luncheon tomorrow, 


will hear Ballard. He will speak twice 
tomorrow night. The Tower Grove Im- 
provement Association, meetiug at Klee- 
kamp’s Hall, Grand avenue and Arsenal 
street, will hear him at $8 o'clock, an4 
at 9:30 he will speak before the North 
St. Louis Business Men’s Association at 
North St. Louis Turner Hall, Twentieth 
and Salisbury streets. 

Ballard, in an interview with report- 
ers, said St. Louis had natural advan- 
tages which should make it possible for 
it to get as low rates for electricity, if 
not lower, than Cleveland now enjoys 
under municipal ownership. 


Coal Cheaper in St. Louis, 
“Coal,’’ Ballard explained, ‘‘sells more 


cheaply in St. Louis than in Cleveland. 
St. Louis ‘gets coal as low as $1.42 a 
ton, while Cleveland pays $1.79 a ton for 
coal at our municipal lHghting plant. 
Your Illinois soft coal is not quite up 
to the standard of our coal, but it is 
almost as good. At all events, $1.60 here 
will buy as many heat units stared in 
coal as $1.79 will buy in Cleveland. This 
is an advantage of at least 19 cents a 
ton for St. Louis in coal prices;’’ 

Machinery and labor, Ballard said, 
will cost no more tn St. Louis than they 
are costing Cleveland. ‘So if there is 
any difference between the situation in 
St. Louis and the situation in Cleveland, 
it is ali in St. Louls’ favor,’ Ballard 
added. 

Studies St. Louis Situation. 

“In Cleveland, under municipal own- 
ership, we are producing electric cur- 
rent at a maximum charge of only 3 
cents a kilowatt hour, as against St. 
Louis’ maximum of 10 cents a kilowatt 
hour. Cleveland’s minimum rate is ! 
cent a kilowatt hour. (The minimum 
rate for residence consumers in S&t. 
Louis is 6 cents a kilowatt hour, com- 
puted after a stated number of kilowatt 
hours are consumed at a %)-cent rate.) 

“I have studied the St. Louls situa- 
tion and see no reason why you should 
not have electricity as cheap, as in 
Cleveland. In fact, I hope to see you 
ge¢c 2.” 

Ballard, after constructing a number 
of electric Mght plants for a company 
by which he was employed, interested 
himself in municipal lighting in Cleve- 
land in 1911. He then interested New- 
ton D. Baker, present Mayor of Cleve- 
land, who then was a candidate for 
dat on a platform of municipal light- 
ng.

But of these 22 or 23 only 
eight—four from each party—had the insolence 
to offer themselves as candidates under the re- 
organization of the city which the election of the 
Board of Aldermen will complete. 

It is from just such unworthy influences, vin- 
dictive obstinacy and turbulent factionalism as 
these men represent that St. Louis, under its re- 
organization, should get as far away as possible. 

St. Louis wants no more official service from 
those compromised by the A. & M. deal. 


It is not enough merely to defeat these nine 
men. They should be defeated decisively. The 
voters of both parties should serve notice in 
the primary that men cannot bring upon the 
city the reproach thease men have brought and 
continue a successful political career. 
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WHAT'S THE ANSWHR? 
The students of the University of Pennsylvania 
invited President Gompers of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor to address them. 
University authorities refused to permit Mr. 
Gompers to speak in any of the u@iversity’s halls. 
We wonder why they call it a university? 
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UNWISE PRISON LAW CHANGE. 
Section 2 of the compromise prison bill intro- 
duces an issue that is entirely independent of the 
contract labor issue. It provides that the warden 
shall be a member of the Prison Board. 

This would be a vicious innovation under any 
plan of employing the convicts. It makes the 
warden a supervisor over his own work, places 
him as a boss over himself. But it would be 
especially vicious under the State account plan. 
The warden without any diminution in his pres- 
ent. duties will stand in the place of the contrac- 
tors. He will be the head of a great industrial 
colony. He will become responsible for detailed 
transactions of as large volume em those of many 
important business houses. 

The warden should not be given a vote on the 
approval of his own business policies and of his 
own accounts. The success of the new plan will 
depend on the elimination of just such oppor- 
tunities for vote-swapping and log-rolling as this 
change would afford. 


WHY SCOTT WAS SENT. 

Indian Commissioner Sells has been in office 
long enough to learn that when Indians “go on 
the warpath,” the first to be learned is, what they 
possess that white men near by covet, and what 
particular white man or men fomented the “up- 
rising.” So he has called off the armed posse 
that was pursuing the Piutes and has sent Gen. 
Hugh Scott to talk the situation over with the 
red men in man fashion, friendly and face to 
face, and learn what’s wrong. That’s one of 
Scott’s specidlties—being fair and square with 
the Indians. 
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CIRCUMSTANCES ALTER CASES. 

Nine industries in St. Loufs dependent on 
railroads have been obliged to curtail their 
forces some 10,000 men, and their payrolls on 
that account are $588,000 less a month than in 
times of normal business. The loss in wages 
-of employes of these nine St. Louis indus- 
tries would aggregate $7,000,000 a year.”— 
President Bush of the Missouri Pacific. 

Among those industries is apparently not in- 
cluded the St. Louis roofing concern which, as the 
result of a campaign of advertising “in the midst 
of business paralysis following the outbreak of 
the European war,” made a maximum gain of 
70 per cent in its business over the flourishing 
trade of a year before. Circumstances still con- 


duce to alter cases. 
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JACK AND JESS IN CUBA. 

Not since the Maine blew up has Havana chal- 
lenged the spotlight of universal interest to a 
first class international event, such as the Jobn- 
son-Willard fight, scheduled for April 3. The Cu- 
ban war pales in contemplation beside this one. 
In fact, the Great War, or whatever they cal] this 
European mill, will have to take a back seat for 
a day—and a great day it will be for the boys {fn 
the trenches!——-when the Caucasian aspirant en- 
counters the dark John Johnson. 

In addition to the purse, in the first Cuban war, 
the winner got the Philippines. To add historic 
emphasis to the coming event, as well as to con- 
veniently dispose of a vexation, we suggest doing 


the same thing. But that is a detail and besi 


ithe point. The problem of Jack Johnson has! 
been vastly more vexatious to civilization. As a 
White Man’s Burden, the Philippines have been 
negligible compared to the 200 pounds of dark 
meat with the championship title. He has 
weighed more heavily on our spirits than the 
Philippines and: Venezuela and Mexico all put to- 
gether with the Monroe Doctrine thrown in. 
Abraham Lincoln was some deliverer, but the 
man who can throw off the yoke for the white 
race will have no occasion to envy anybody else’s 
place in history or in the affections of the Anglo- 
Saxon people. 
RAILROAD DEPRESSION. 

Here is something for the Missouri Legislature 
to think about before it is too late: 

There have been just four miles of railroad 
built in Missouri during the past year. This 
year the item will be represented by a zero. 

For 20 years prior to 1912 the average rail- 
road construction in the United States was 6000 
miles a year. At the average cost of $30,000 a 
mile this meant $180,000,000 a year expended for 
labor and materials. 

Under normal conditions the operation of a 
mile of railroad means the employment of seven 
men. The construction of 6000 miles a year 
means the employment of 42,000 additional men 
aS operatives. The employment of 42,000 men 
represents the maintenance of several times that 
number of population. (Our Government esti- 
mates that 344 persons are dependent on each 
head of a family.) 

In 1912 the last of the big railroad construc- 
tion contracts was completed. 

For more than three years there has not been 
in the United States a single railroad construc- 
tion contract of consequence under way. 

Reverting to the prosperity of the years 1905- 
1906 as compared with the depression of the 
years 1913-1914, a further explanation of the 
depression is given by these items: Locomotives, 


passenger cars, freight cars and rails:

As far as these four principal items go they 
indicate that railroad purchasing power—ithe 
great purchasing power of the country—has been 
cut down two-thirds in nine years. 

All of the foregoing facts and figures form a 
partial commentary upon a period and corollary 
to a story of railroad legislation which has been 
a dominant feature of this country’s political 
life; state and national. Much of the legislation 
has been wholesome and there remains even 
more to be done along the line of correction of 
evils. But some of the legislation—as in the 
states with respect to rates—has overshot the 
mark. 

Correction that reacts upon the country is 
not the sort that the railroads merited or the 
public ,intended. The railroads have taken and 
are taking punishment from which the country 
suffers more than they and which does no one 
any good. Correction that kills is folly. Dead 
railroads cannot be disciplined. Vengefulness 
should be curbed which strikes at labor, employ- 
ment, general business and tends to throttle the 
purchasing power of the country. , 

It is for our State Legislatures to remove the 
paralyzing and deadly pressure from the arteries 
of trade, that the nation may speedily recuperate 
its vitality. It is idle to prate of a return of 
general prosperity in a period of railroad pov- 
erty.

In 
view of the fact that Harry did actually escape 
and that he has been returned to the custody of 
New York the trial would seem to have no other 
value than to prove that New York is less sane 
than Harry. 

New York has never been able to prove that 
Harry was or is. quite crazy, but in the various 
Thaw trials it has convicted itself over and over 
again. 

There ought to be a commodious legal and 
judicial ward added to Matteawan. 
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ITALY’S SHIP PURCHASE BILL. 

The introduction into the Italian Parliament of 
a ship-purchase bill is inexplicable after the fu]] 
exposure made at Washington of the wickedness 
of such a measure, A policy of this sort, when 
once a Government is committed to it, is lMkely 
to be continued and even expanded. It checks 
private enterprise and has other deplorable effects, 
The fact that it may provide carriage for com- 
modities to which transport might otherwise be 
denied is only a feeble, partisan excuse. The plea 
that it will afford relief from prohibitive ocean 
freight rates is an exploded subterfuge, 

The Italian Government will be threatened with 
all kinds of complications with the Powers at war 
if it engages in this dangerous project. Ship- 
purchase advocates may point triumphantly to 
the court decision in England itself to the effect 
that the seizure of a cargo owned by a neutral] 
Government was illegal and must be disav owed. 
But that has small pertinence. 

No champion of a ship subsidy rather than ship 
purchase would admit that this decision would 
cover a case in which a neutral Government 
owned vessel as well as cargo. 
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POKER VALUES BY LAW. 

The bill of the Oklahoma legislator providing, 
under penalties that a straight should hereafter 
be recognized as beating a flush in the poker of 
that State, was not passed. But it is suggestive 
of new fields for regulation and uplift in those 
states which, like Kansas, have progressed. so 
fast they are said actually to have run out of 
progressive issues. Poker values should be 
standardized.

The largest is New York County, 
which contains between two and threes 
millions. Before Nevada was made a 
State it was Nevada County, of the 
Utah Territory, covering more than 100,- 
000 square miles. There is no question 
hat in a number of states counties 
might be much fewer than they are, 
with advantage to everybody concerned, 
unless perhaps the officeholders. 

We can make this statement because 
in proportion to population Massachu- 
setts has a less number than any other 
stute, and except for topographical con- 
ditions they would be fewer still.—Bos- 
ton Transcript.

NEW YORK, March 10.—The Bvening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

“Except for another series of violent 
fluctuations in wheat prices—the break 
ascribed by Chicago to the overnight 
war news, afd tie recovery to heavy 
purchases’ for italy—today’s develop- 
ments in the market were not of high 
importance. The Stock Exchange main- 
tained on the whole its attitude of halt- 
ing to await developments. There was 
at times displayed a rather definite ten- 
dency towards fractional recovery; but 
it did not go far and was offset as a 
rule by fresh reaction. Advances of 
any ctnsequence again occurred, mostly 
in the less active industrial shares, 

“Cables from London reported that 
the British Government's $250,000,000 ten- 
der of 3 per cent exchequer bonds was 
heavily oversubseribed. This was ex- 
pected by the markets: 

“Wall street watched with much in- 
terest the numerous bids submitted to- 
day for the $27,000,000 New York State

early dealings, nearly 3 points above the 
actual average subscription price of the 
4% per cent New York city loan of 
last April.

Steel Statement Good. 

“The Steel Corporations statement of 
unfilled orders on hand at last month’s 
close was studied with interest, as these 
statements always are, for their bear- 
ing on the situation in that industry. 
The inerease during February, 800 
tons, brought the total on the books to 
the largest figure since the end of 
March, 1914; also to a higher mark than 
was reached in any month between 
March, 1910, and December, 1911. 
“Nevertheless, the increase disappoint- 
ed Wall street, and the Steel shares de- 
clined a trifle after its announcement. 
This gain of less than 100,000 tons for 
Ye compares with January's 4i1- 
000 tons increase, and with one of 512,000 
in December.

The report from Paris that the Ger- 
man Imperial Chancellor would today

Farm movement has been liberal, but 
general consumptive call has continued 
so limited that a record visible has piled 
up and we are rapidly approaching the 
time when winter feeding requirements 
are curtailed by the advent of spring | in 
pasture. The rapidly increasing use 
manufactured feeds may account in 
pert for the decreasing call for corn or 

immediate product, méal, as a cat- 
tie food, particularly in the dairy and 
general feeding districts. The manufac- 
ture of feeds with low grade molasses 
as an important constituent element tf 
poy tae ad erhaps 2% per cent a year, 
and has already reached tremendouge 
proportions. This year reliable infor- 
mation indicates that 250,000 tons of 
molasses will be thus used. Only abont 
one-half of this is used in connection 
with corn and oats products as a basis, 
the other half being combined with the 
by-products of grain, hulls, chaff, etc., 
that would .otherwise be largely waste. 
and with cotton seed meal. 

“This character of manufactured feed 
this year will total at least 1,000,000 tons, 
in half of which neither corn nor oats 
grain is an element. The volume of 
this production at this time and its rap- 
idly increasing use as a general feed 
will undoubtedly account for some of 
the notable slackness this year in the 
domestic call for feed grains, especial- 
ly in view of its relative cheapness 
be measured by pricé and feeding 
value.’’
